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SUGGESTIONS FOR CONTAINER GROWING 


The popularity of container grown ornamentals is increas- 
ing rapidly. Growth of container grown plants often exceeds 
that of field grown plants. Cost of handling is considerably 
less than when plants are balled and burlapped and most gen- 
erally a greater volume of material can be handled in a 
given period. This is a distinct asset in the hectic period of 
Spring and Fall sales. Since container grown plants can be 
moved at any time, selling can be accomplished throughout 
the year. Those who sell container grown plants report in- 
creased customer satisfaction, fewer complaints and fewer 
replacements. 

To assist you in initiating or improving your container grow- 
ing program we list below some conclusions made from grow- 
ers experiences and research studies. 


1. Small potted liners, 1 or 2 years old, are best for canning. 
The 1 gallon container is the most popular size. Metal con- 
tainers are receiving the most attention. Tar paper pots are 
also extensively used. Both are available through commercial 
channels. 
2. Containers are best set in beds or areas from 4 to 6 feet 
wide and are placed directly on the soil can against can or 
separated depending on the size of the material contained. 
3. Best medium proves to be equal parts of sand, soil and 
peat-moss. 
4, Drainage holes are necessary in the bottom edge of the 
can, usually 4 or more. Commercial cans have sufficient drain- 
age in most instances. Salvage food containers must be 
punched. Salvage cans will generally last only one year* but 
their life may be prolonged by washing and then dipping in 
a water soluble asphalt emulsion. 

Gravel or other material in the bottom of the container or 
mixed with the medium has shown no appreciable benefit. 
5. Hand watering is the best method of moisture application. 
Daily watering is necessary during hot and dry periods. Over- 
head irrigation has been successful when carefully applied. 
6. Dry fertilizer should be mixed with the medium at the 
rate of 1 lb. per 4 bushels. 6-10-4 has been successfully used. 
Frequent fertilization during the growing period is necessary. 
Liquid feedings are economcal and considered the best prac- 
tice. These should be applied 4 to 6 times a year, at a rate of 
approximately 1 quart to a1 gallon container. Dry fertilizers 
may also be used and watered in. Application recommended 
is % teaspoon per 1 gallon container. The frequent waterings 
will leach both nitrogen and potassium and these levels should 
be watched and corrected when necessary. 
7. Frequent light pruning is recommended. 
&. The medium need not be sterilized. However it is recom- 
mended that this should be accomplished with special em- 
phasis on pre-emergence weed control. Similar treatment of 
the area where the containers are placed is also recommend- 
ed. 
9. Complete mulch (entire container plunged) is beneficial 
to almost all materials so far grown. Mulch may also be ap- 
plied only to the top of the container but complete mulch is 
better. 
10. Winter protection of lath or other suitable shading is high- 
ly beneficial.
